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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163

may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement.

2. Claims 22-51 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-32 of U.S. Patent No. 6,676,593. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims are a mere rearrangement of the patent claims, 
eliminating some limitations such as, the distal member biased to extend radially away 
from the sheath, while the elimination of an element and subsequent loss of its function 
is an obvious expedient if the remaining elements perform the same functions as before 
and adding limitations from previously dependent claims such as the proximal retainer 
and insertion tool.. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 22-24, 31-32, 36-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Von Iderstein (5,624,374). 

Von Iderstein discloses a intraurethral device having a sheath (18) having proximal and 
distal portions and a lumen therethrough; a urinary control valve (22, 23. 26) within the 
lumen and a proximal retainer (16) and a distal member (20, 24) connected to the distal 
portion of the sheath. In a first extended position (inflated) the distal member extends 
outwardly to hold the device and in a second (deflated) position the member is 
considered to extend longitudinally. The valve includes a plurality of recesses or screw- 
type fasteners (36,38) adapted to receive the flow control valve. 

5. Claims 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kulisz et al 
(5,618,257). 

Kulisz et al discloses a sheath having distal and proximal portions including a urinary 
control valve (28) and a distal member (30) being actuatable between a first outwardly 
extended position (Figures 9-10) and a second longitudinally extended position (Figure 
8) and an insertion tool (24) for inserting the device.
